GOV. KINKEAD'S MESSAGE. 


Governor Kinkead has submitted 
his message, giving an exhaustive 
presentation of the condition of the 
State government, The document 
shows much care and deep thought. 
He reviews such recommendations 
made to the tenth session of the Leg- 
islature as have not been acted upon, 
especially recommending the enact- 
ment of a law creating a State Board 
of Equalization. Business in general 


hout the State is fairly prospar- 
. No wild excitement over alleged 
t mining discoveries, which have 


benefited the few at the expense of the 
credulous multitude, has been inaugu- 
rated duriog the past four years. The 
mires have yielded fair returns in 
most localities, and in several the 
present bullion out- put is larger than 
ever before. Legitimate mining is 
taking the place of stock speculation; 
new and prosperous mining districts 
are being organized, giving employ- 
ment te many and inviting the atten- 
tion of capital to safe and profitable 
investment. Agriculture is subduing 
the waste lands, and extending its 
domain with gratifying results; the 
grazing and stock-raising interests 
nave been exceptionally remunerative ; 
railroad building has been carried on 
steadily and surely, and the State is 
being opened up to welcome immi- 
gration. 

Our population, while not largely on 
the increase, partakes much more of 
permanency io itscharacteristics. Our 
State owes nothing outside its family 
circle, and the expenses of the State 
government show a gratifying de- 
crease, 

In the various funds there was $331,- 
127 03 at the close of the year's busi- 
ness. The grand total of securities, 
with accrued < igo A amounts to 
$659,757 50. The public debt on the 
Zlst of December amounted to $558,- 
820. The total tax receipts for 1881 
were $270,616 61; for 1882, $283,- 
835 97. [This latter amount includes 
$33,493 38 received in back penalties 


for non-payment of bullion tax in 


1876.—Ep. Gazerre.}] * The net ex- 
penditures for 1881 amounted to 
$185,321 06. That includes deficien- 
cies, reliefs, redemption of State bonds 
and Insane Asylum building ($47,- 
041 52). For 1882 the expenditures 
were $384,654 71, cf which amount 

51,104 25 was used in the purchase 
of U. S. bonds and $32,958 48 paid 
out on Insane Asylum. The Gover- 
nor's tables show an excess of $16,000 
in receipts over expenditures in the 
year 1882, and forthe two years they 
show an excess of current expenses 
over current receipts of $27,868 99. 
His tables also show that it cost the 
State $67 491 47 to collect State rev- 
enue amounting to $642,013 90—over 
10 per cent. He calls attention to that 
matter and recommends a change in 
the revenue law. 

Governor Kinkead is convinced that 
our future as a State largely depends 
upon the building of narrow gauge 
railroads. He devotes considerable 
space to the transportation prublem. 

The State School Fund is represen- 
ted by $45,395 35 in coin and $576,- 
617 50 in securities. With no un- 
avoidable. criticism to offer he thinks 
the expense of maintaining the State 
University largely exceeds the resul- 
tant benefits. He has given the indi- 
gent insane of this State much atten- 
tion and devotes considerable space to 
that subject. He is thoroughly con- 
vinced that the expense of keeping 
them atthe asylum at Reno will be 
much less than under the old contract 
system. Dr. Dawson’s management of 
that iastitution, says the Governor, 
has been eminently successful io gen- 
eral results and in economy. 


The receipts from the State Prison 


in 1881 were $24,806 18. The ex- 
penditure for its support were $71,- 
139 41. 
$53,111 64 and the expenditure 876, 
018 99. The average number of con- 
viets for the new year was 127 7-12. 
The discipline has been good. The 
Governor says, however, the shoe shop 
affords little or no profit, and he thinks 
a solution of the problem of how to 
reduce the expenses isfdifficult. He

does not favor moviug the prison from 
its present location and thinks any 
action looking to ‘ts removal would be 
un wise. 

The State has supported an aver- 
age of 48 orphan children at the Home 
in Carson. The management has been 
highly satisfactory and the wards have 
enjoyed good health and are happy 
and contented. He again calls atten- 
tion to the necessity of amending Sec- 
tion 2 of Article IV of the State Con- 
stitution so as to postpone the biennial 
meeting of the Legislature until the 
first Monday in February. 

Governor Kinkead is strongly im- 
pressed with the belief that all needed 
amendments to our organic law can be 
as well accomplished without the ex- 
pense of a convention— called for that 
purpose. He does not believe in a 
hasty revision of the instrument and 
does not think such action at this 
time necessary. 

He recommends that an appropria- 
tion be made to reimburse Commis- 
sioners George and Smith for the 
money they spent in going to the Den- 
ver Exposition. : ’ 

It is apparent to the Governor that 
economy must be the rule in our State 
and county governments, but it is 
his opinion that the last Legislature 
went far enough in reducing salaries. 
His experience aad observations force 
the conclusion that, with the possible 
exception of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, the duties ot which 
office he thinks might reasonably be 
placed upon some other officer, other 
consolidations could not be wisely or 
safely made. He thinks the reciprocal 
checks necessary in the administration 


of the State Government weuld be 


eliminated, to the detriment, if not 
danger, of the public service. 

In closing his message the Governor 
takes occasion to thank the several 
heads of departments for their uniform 
courtesy, willing aid and diligence in 
furthering the State’s business. 


McCONKEW™S DEATH. 


The death of Geo. P. McConkey, 
Treasurer of White Pine county, is 
attracting much attention in the east- 
ern part of the State. It seems to be 
the general opinion at Hamilton, 
where he lived, and at Eureka, where 
he was well known, that he was mur- 
dered. His books have been examin- 
ed and found correct. Only $8,000 
ot the county funds are missiog out of 
$24,000 the books show was in the 
treasury. A sack containing $16,000 
was found in the safe behind a pile of 
books. A pistol recognized as be- 
longing to Jerome Mathewson, one of 
the parties in the store in which 
McConkey had his office, was found 
standing up against a partition eight 
feet from the body with one chamber 
empty. McConkey’s coat and vest 
were powder burnt, showing that the 
pistol must have been held close to 
his body when the shot was fired. He 
left a ball-room about 10:30 o'clock 
New Year's night, telling his wife 
that he would return in time to take 
her to supper. She, becoming alarm- 
ed, instituted a search at 2 o'clock 
and found him shot through the heart, 
with his feet towards his desk and his 
head lying between the safe of White 
Pine county aud Wells-Fargo's. The 
county safe was wide open. The 
Tresurer’s books were also out and 
opened, as if deceased had been at 
work on his accounts. The circum- 
stances seem to warrant a belief that 
it is another case of misplaced confi- 
dence and suicide. The friends of 
deceased and the press in the eastern 
part of the State incline to the opin- 
ion that it is murder, but there is as 
much evidence to warrant a belief 
that it is another case of misplaced 
confidence und suicide as their is that 
it was murder. It it should prove to 
be a crime committed by any one else 
the guilty parties will surely be de- 
tected. McConkey leaves a wife and 
two children. His remains will be 
buried in Sacramento to morrow. 


The Eureka Sentinel, in an article 
on the State Orphan Home, contains 
the following: In the matter under 
consideration, Mr. and Mrs. Jobn H. 
Mills have served the State as Super- 
intendent and Matron of the Orphans 
Home of Nevada for the last four years 
very acceptably/ The Sentinel is sat- 
isfied, from entire familiarity with the 
situation, that they are persons for the 
place. We do not believe that any 
two persons more eligible than they 
are could be found in the State. To 
undertake any experiment involving 
their removal might be disastrous to

THE CANAL SCHEME. 


An Interesting Lecture on 
Panama Isthmus Project. 
New York, Jan. 5. 


Before the general society of me- 
chanics and tradesmen in Steinway 
Hall last night C. Colne delivered a 
lecture on the Panama Inter Oceanic 
Canal. Colne is secretary of De Les- 
seps company and his talk, which 
was illustrated with maps and pic- 
tures thrown on a screen by a soiopti- 


con, consisted for the greater part of a 
defense of the canal scheme against 
what he called malicious and wilful 
misrepresentations of its detractors 
and the clamor of newspapers. He 
gave many details concerning the pro- 
posed methods of constructiva and the 
quantity of earth and rock excava- 
tions, and the like. He was listened 
to attentively by the audience that 
filled the hall. Colne devoted the 
first 20 minutes of the evening to a re- 
view of the history of efforts extending 
over two centyries to survey the Isth- 
mus of 25 with a view to helping 
commerce. From this recital it ap 
peared that the Spanish Cortes in 1814 
ordered cutting of the Tehauntepec 
Isthmus and that surveys were carried 
on tor many years without much be- 
ing accomplished. Finally the Pan- 
ama railroad was built and the solu- 
tion of the problem that had long been 
puzzling the world was begun. Wheo 
the plan of a canal across the isthmus 
was approved by the Geographical 
Congress in 1871 and 1875 at Antwerp 
and Paris, it was found that all explo- 
rations previously made were unsatis- 
factory and new parties had to be 
sent out. Speaking of the makeshifts 
which the isthmus forted upon trade 
centuries ago, Colne said that to ac- 
commodate the large treffie with South 
America after the conqueat of the 
Incas by Pizarro, it was customary to 
send out 4 fleet of galleons once a 
year from Spain from the east coast of 
the isthmus, another fleet from Peru 
to Panama on the westcoast. Freights 
were then exchanged, being trans- 
ported across the narrow strip of 
land partly by flat boats in the 
river and partly by mules along a 
narrow path, when 2,000 mules were 
engaged in the trade. The Panama 
railroad and canal now follow the old 
mule paths with few variations. After 
the separation of the Spanish colonies 
from the mother country trade was 
neglected and the path became over- 
grown with vegetation, The gold 
fever of 49 in California recalled 
attention to the route and prompted 
the building of the present railroad. 
The desideratum that now remained 
was a canal for the transportation of 
heavy freigbts. Colne exhibited maps 
and profiles of the canal and traced 
its course, describing one cut through 
the rock which would have to be made 
390 feet deep. Hospitals have been 
built for the employes, and it was 
the intention of the projectors to push 
the work at night with the aid of elec- 
tric lights. De Lesseps had now con- 
cluded, in harmouy with the sugges- 
tion of a San Francisco engineer, that 
it would not be necessary to build a 
dead lock to overcome the difference 
between the tides of the two oceans, 
which would result in a saving of $2,- 
400,000. Malicious misrepresentation 
had been made about the climate of 
Panama. The rainy season lasted, he 
said, from May till November. In 
the dry season the trade-winds tend 
to modify the temperature. The rains 
fall chiefly in the afternoon and night. 
The mercury never rises above 95 de- 
grees, and seldom falls below 59 de- 
grees. It was necessary, however, for 
Americans to take care of themselves 
and avoid the use of stimulants. Colne 
indignantly denied that the canal 
scheme was purely speculative and 
read a long list of articles—locomo- 
tives, ships, etc.,—built in Europe and 
America, which are to be used in the 
work of construction. The purchases 
in this country he estimated would 
aggregate $1,600,000. He said that 
DeLesseps had personally repudiated 
the idea that there was anything anti- 
American in the plan, and said he had 
never done anything and never would 
do anything against this country. He 
showed the confidence of the French 
ivestors in DeLesseps and bis project 
by the fact that within two years the 
company has collected and placed two 
loans amounting to $85,000,000, and 
each time the subscription covered the 
loan three or four times. Colne criti- 
cised the Nicaraguan Canal scheme, 
and showed some pictures of the kind 
of steam dredges which it was pro- 
posed to use in building a canal.

A FEMALE STRANGLER. 


The Greatest Murderess of the age 
—-She Confesses to the Murder 
of her Mother, Father and Child. 

Mount VINO, O., Jan. 5. 
The terrible confession of Mrs. 

Emma Stillwell that she murdered 

hes first husband, Benj. Sargent, also 

an innocent stranger and her 14- 

months- old child is now supplimented 

by another confession in which she 
admits having killed ber own mother 
and tells how her father met his 
death in atragic manner. Waterford 
isa small bamlet with no more than 

a dozen houses, located 14 miles from 

here in the northwest corner of Knox 

county and seven miles from the near- 


est telegraph station. Her last con- 
fession was revealed to Dr. W. E. Ed- 
wards, a reputable physician and local | 
preacher who visited the Stillwell 
house professionally as medical and 
spiritual adviser. Dr. Edwards spent 
the day with Mrs. Stillwell aod gain- 
ing her confidence she reiterated her 
tale of crimes and professed sincere 
penitence. Her spiritual adviser in- 
formed her there was no hope for for- 
giveness unless she fully and freely 
confessed her sios, and asked her if any 
other wicked offense pressed upon her 
mind. The distressed woman buried 
her face beneath the clothes and seem 
ed convulsed in anguish. Looking up 
presently her face assumed a calm ex- 
pression and she replied, ‘‘Yes, there 
are two more dark crimes, but nobody 
will ever know them.” She finally 
yielded to his persuasive powers aud 
admitted that she murdered her mo- 
ther and probably ber father. Her 
mother, Mrs, Susan Snyder, while on 
her way to visit her daughter at Ot- 
tumwa, Iowa, was injured ina railroad 
accident. She was taken to her daugh- 
tera home where four months later 
she died, as was supposed, from her 
injuries. Mrs. Stilwell now declares 
ber mother was terribly disfigured 
and kept upbraiding her for their for- 
mer crimes and even threatened to 
make a confession before her death. 
Mrs. Stilwell’s repugnance for the un- 
sightly appearance of the old woman, 
together with fears of exposure, led 
her to commit murder, and one night, 
she says, while her husband was ab- 
sent, she strangled and smothered her 
mother to death. In regard to her 
father’s fate she would give no details 
other than he met his death by having 
his throat cut, but in what manner 
and by whom she refused to tell. He 
was supposed to bave gone to Cali 
fornia aod was lost sight of by his 
family, but it is now believed he was 
murdered by Mrs. Snyder, who was 
then Mrs. Hoard, in the manner indi- 
cated above by Mrs. Stillwell. Dr. 
Edwards, who is a physician in good 
standing, after making a careful ex- 
amination as to Mrs. Stillwell's men- 
tal condition, says there is no evidence 
of insanity in ber case and believes 
her confessions are made in view of 
her near approach to death. 


The Attorney-General Decides 
That all Chinese May Land in 
This Country. 

New York, Jan. 5. 
The Attorney-General has given an 
opinion that the prohibition against 

Chinese entering our ports applies 

only to laborers and others intending 

to remain in the United States, and 
that the law does not prohilit Chinese 
of any condition landing in or travel- 
ing through the country whose pur- 
pose is to go elsewhere. It would 
heve been strange had he construed 
the law differently, for in that 
case the United States government 
would have been, as to the Chinese, 
much more exclusive than any coun- 
try in the world has been since Com- 
modore Perry wrenched open Japan. 
By the way: Suppose the Japanese 
had met Perry's demand for open ports 
by the production of a lew prohibit- 
ing all Americans from entry, resi- 
dence or traveling inj Japan except 
students or ministers duly accredited. 

Probably the excellent Commodore 

would have denounced them as silly 

barbarians.

Tne Sandwich Islands Treaty -An 
Arrangement in Favor of it. 
New York, Jao. 5. 

A World's editorial says: In the 
mattcr of the Sandwich Islands treaty 
it would obviously be very incouven- 
ient as well as very silly for the 
House to advise the abrogation of the 
treaty, which the President is con- 
vinced should not be abrogated. Con- 
gress has neither the power nor right 
to compel the President to abrogate a 
treaty. As the Sandwich Island treaty 
relates to the revenue, the House has 
a right to respectfully invite the Pres- 
ident to give the House his views, and 
even those views, if President Arthur 
has apy views on the subject, he 
may in certain circumstances refuse 
to give to the House. The Sandwich 
Islands treaty is a _ reciprocity 
treaty, under which, in consideration, 
of admission into those islands of a 
large list of American products free of 
duty, the United States promises to 
admit Sandwich Islands sugar tree of 
duty into our ports. If any average 
Repablican member of Congress, not 
being interested in the sugar lobby, 
will consult any good atlas and see how 
plainly the 13 islands of the Kingdom 
of Hawaii lie in the track of British 
commerce between the isthmus of Cen- 
tral America and China, and will then 
consider what is now going on in 
Downing street in London about those 
islands, perhaps he will perceive that 
there is somethivg in our diplomatic 
relations with the King of the Hawaii- 
an Islands quite as important as the 
sugar lobby. The imports into those 
islands now amount to more than 
$5,000,000.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 
What a Professional Educator Has 
to Say About the Public Schools 
of Nevada. . 
The Nevada State Teache-s’ Insti- 
tute convened iu Reno, October 27th, 


$and continued in session four days. 


Seven counties were represented by 
tthe leading teachers of the State. Hu- 
perintendent Bowen of Wasboe coun- 
ty presided, and Professor Howe of 
Carson City was elected Secretary. 
Papers were read by Superintendent 
Bowen, Miss Ella McNeely, Rev. 
George W. James, Superintendent C. 
S. Young, Mrs. H. M. Schofield and 
others. An active and leading part 
was taken in the discussions of the in- 
stitute by Professor Howe, Rev. A. B. 
Palmer, Professor Carr and others. 
Mr. James’ papers on the Tonic Sol-fa 
System of Teaching Music, and on 
Pnemonics, attracted great attention 
and aroused considerable interest. 

The editor of The Pacific School 
Journal attended the sessions of the 
institute and participated in the pro- 
ceedings. His remarks and illustra- 
tions on the teaching of the English 
language gave rise to animated dis- 
cussions. 

Evening addresses were delivered 
by Mr. Lyser; on Education, by Rev. 


W. R. Jenvy (a very able address); 
and an interesting lecture, illustrated 
by sciopticon views, by Rev. Mr. 
James. The music furnished by Miss 
Wilsey of Carson, and some of the Jn- 
dies and gentlemen of Reno, and by 
the young ladies of the Bishop Whit- 
aker Academy, was of the highest or- 
der. At the conclusion of the insti- 
tute à professional organization was 
effected under the name of the Nevada 
State Teachers’ Association. 

Nevada treats her teachers with 
great liberality. Salaries are bigher 
there than in any other State in the 
Union, and for equal services men and 
women are paid alike. In conse- 
quence, some of the ablest teachers on 
the Pacific coast have made Nevada 
their home. The Carson City schools, 
under the supervision of Professor 
Howe, assisted by a corps of faithful, 
intelligent teachers, are in excellent 
condition, doing work not iuferior to 
the best California schools. 

The editor of The Pacific School 
Journal made a thorough tour of in- 
spection through the schools of Gold 
Hill and Virginia City, and reports as 
follows: 

The Gold Hill schools, which have 
had the advantage of Superintendent 
C. S. Young’s management, we found 
a model school. The writer, who in 
a recent number ot The Pacific School 
Journal deplored his inability to find 
the Qaincy system anywhere on the 
Pacific coast, would be satisfied here. 
In the best kind of discipline; in 
pleasant, neat surroundings; in teach- 
ing, which it not cramming but train- 
ing—this Gold Hill school is an honor 
to the city which sustains it, and a 
credit to the teachers who have made 
it what it is. 

Among its teachers, all picked and 
trained, we found Mrs. C. H. Swift, 
Professor Young's bead assistant in 
the high-school department, a lacy of 
broad and accurate scholarship, and in 
the higher sense a teacher. One of 
the finest primary teachers it has ever 
been our lot to meet was found here 
in Miss Henderson, who, in a room 
furnished with all the appliances of 
the “Quincy Methods,” and aided by 
a young lady who is fortunate in bav- 
ing such an example before her, 
teaches sixty little ones in a manner 
that lays deep aod strong the founda- 
tions of a true education. 

Accompanied by Mr. Meadows, a 
member of the board of education, and 
a courteous and painstaking gentle- 
man, the Virginia schools were visited. 
Comparisons are proverbially invidi- 
ous, but we must say that the Virginia 
City schools did not show the same 
care, foresight and efficiency in control 
as characterizes those of Gold Hill. 
Ventilation and neatness of surround- 
ings are not as carefully looked after 
and the discipline is not as good, ror 
are the methods generally as modern. 
To this there are exceptions, of course. 
Professor T. B. Gray, of the high 
school, we found an excellent teacher, 
of culture and experience. His school, 
the best in Virginia City, is orderly, 
well managed, and contains some fine 
teachers. 

In Mr. Booher’s school we found 
some good instructors, notably Miss 
Michelson. 

The election of Professor Gray to 
the city superintendency will, we are 
confident, exert a decided influence 
for the improvement of the depart- 
mept. The people of the whole State 
uf Nevada are to be especially congrat- 
ulated in the election of Professor C. 
S. Young to the State Superinten- 
dency. What he has done for the 
Gold Hill schools he will undoubtedly 
endeavor to effect for the system ot 
the entire State.

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FOR THE GOOD OF BOYS. 


The Law to Prevent Minors From 
Gambling Will be Enforced. 

Constable Nash is displaying a com- 
mendable spirit of conscientious pride 
in his office in more ways than one. 
He is working hard to stop the sale of 
liquor to Indians, but the full strength 
of his endeavors just now is to stop 
the dice-shaking and small gambling 
that has been a growing evil 
among the boys of Reno for a few 
moths past. Respectable saloon-keep- 
ers prohibit it entirely and permit no 
minors to frequent their places. Mr. 
Nash works under the law passed 
March 18, 1881, of which the follow 
ing is a copy: 

Section 1. Any keeper or pro- 
prietor ot a licensed house where 
gambling is carried on, who shall per- 
mit any minor to be present while 
gambling is going on, either as a spec- 
tator or participant in the game, shall 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, 
and shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than two hundred ($200) dollars, 
nor more than five hundred ($500) 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a period of six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the Court. 

Section 2. Any person who shall, 
knowingly, gamble with any minor or 
minors, or entice a minor to gamble 
in any house, dwelling, tenement, shop, 
office, or in any other place, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
punished as provided in Section One 
of this Act. 

Secrion 3. All tines collected, as 
provided in Section One of this Act, 
shall go into the State School Fund; 
provided, that in addition to the fine 
and all other costs a sum not less than 
twenty-five ($25) dollars or more than 
fifty ($50) shall be taxed as costs 
against the defendant, which sum shall 
go to the iuformer. 

Section 4. Justices of the Peace 
shall have jurisdiction in these cases. 

Section 5. All Acts or parts of 
Acts, cunflicting with this Act, are 
hereby repealed. 


The Rise in Beef Spoiled His Bus- 
iness. 

A man told his experience this 
morning in accumulating cattle, all the 
while complaining about the high 
>rice of beef, because it made cattle 
men so wide-awake and cautious in 
looking out for their stock. “Oh, yes, 
boys,” be remarked, “When I lived at 
Wionemucca I used to slip out every 
year and skirmish up and down the 
Owyhee, on amere pleasure excur- 
sion, and in less than a month I would 
pick up four or five hundred head of 
two-year-olds that hadn't a brand or 
mark of any kind onthem. Them 
were good times, boys; but now beef 
is so high that cattle men brand calves 
as soon as they are born, and it don't 
give afellow any chance.” Then he 
imbibed and wept over the rise in the 
price of beef.
